' existing'premises. As regards strikes ; the metal-workers of Fressenevillc have 
now been out three months, and * thirty-tildes will bs tidied at the next assizes 
for complicity in Hie destruction of their employer's house. Meanwhile their 
families are starving. The navvies and men VYOtkiiijgoif the Paris Metropolitan 
have wrested'the promise of an eight-hour day on all renewed*contracts "from the 
, municipality*/ t If the promise is not kept they will at once resume the late 
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
